Voronoff believed that the onset 
of old oge was mainly duc. to. the 
Inerensing inefficiency of these 
mands. He thought that if glands 
from younger animals were grafted 
into. senile specimens rejuvenation 
would be possible. 

His experiments with bulls, and 
later with chimpanzees were suce 
cessful enough to induce him to try 
‘nfmilar experiments, grafting Into 
‘aged men the glands of monkeys. 
The patients showed a remarkable 
‘response, gaining both energy and 
weight. Unfortunately the effects 
-wore off. Repeat trentment  pro- 
duced new results—-but each tlme of 
diminishing duration, The technique 
proved too limited for monkcy 
glands to become the universal 
elixir,

MetchnikofY thought he had the

French Protest 
Over Reception

M. Jtene Massigli, French-Am- 
bassudor in London,. to-day 
énlled on the Forelyn Office to 
protest against” he official re- 
ception given'‘oy the British 
Government Inst Monday. for 
Dr Kurt Schumnocher, leader of 
the German Socinl-Democratic 
Party in the British zone of

While French quarters made ft 
clear that the protest was agninst 
the official reception, observers in 
London -recoynise ‘that the visit it- 
self has distressed French opinion, 

The reception wos held in a room 
in a London hotel Immediately above

Dr Schumacher replied to the 
French expressions of concern at his 
visit to England with the sintement:
